| plete history of piracy as is to be found 


in Mr. Henry Gilbert's “ Book of Pirates.’ 
Beginning with the pirates who captured 
Julius Cesar, and were crushed by Pom- 
pey in a three months’ campaign, the 
author brings his ‘rogues’ gallery to a 
conclusion with the death on the gallows 
of the Portuguese Benito de Soto, <a in 
1828, seized a slaver of which he was a 
member of the crew, and pursued the 
career of a corsair for some time with im- 
unity. The capture of the British vessel 
Morning Star, and his failure to drown 
her crew, as he had intended, led to his 
arrest in Cadiz, and to his trial and con- 
demnation for murder. “Thus died the 
last of the pirates,’’ though the race is 
still perpetuated in modern fiction—not, 
we trust, to be revived in fact. 

Between the Cilician pirates of the 
first century and the belated scoundrel of 
the nineteenth many notable _ pirates 
flourished, and they are capably dealt 
with by Mr. Gilbert, not so much as in- 
dividuals as in well-defined groups. The 
pirates of the Saxon Shore, who flourished 
in the fourth century, were succeeded by 
@he Norse rovers of the ninth. The corsairs 
of the—Mediterranean, who avenged the 
wrongs of the Moors of Spain, were a 
plague to mercantile shipping from the 
fifteenth to the sixteenth century, and 
were only finally Grushed by Lord Exmouth 
in 1816. Indeed; it was not till Algiers had 
been occupied by the French in 1830 that 
piracy can be said to have ceased in the 
midland sea. 
centurf saw the-flourishing of piracy in the 
Spanish Main, ending with the hanging 
at Execution Dock of Captain Kidd and 
six of his companions, and the death of 
his contemporary, Avery. 

All these stages of piracy find due re- 
cord in these readable pages. The 
author, while describing each of them, 
centres the account on some outstanding 
figure—Julius Oesar for the Cilician 
pirates, who held to ranson the young 
foppish aristocrat, already showing some 
of that masterfulness which was to make 
him the founder of the Roman Empire in 
the Julian line. The Norsemen find their 
exponent in Rolf or Hrolf, a of Ragn- 
vald, ‘known .as the ‘“Ganger,” or 
walker, from the difficulty of finding a 
mount ‘tapable of supporting his mighty 
bulk. He founded that Dukedom of Nor- 
mandy, from which his descendant, Wil- 
liam, was to invade and conquer England. 
The representative of the early Barbary 
pirates is Sidi ben Musa, son of one of 
the latest Moorish champions of Grenada, 
who amply revenged the wrongs of his an: 
cestors on the Spaniards of their southern 
littoral, The exploits of the later Medi- 
terranean corsairs are related in the 
doings of Uruj and his brother; Khizr,’ 
“The Thinker,’”’ better known as “ Bar- 
barossa,’ from the red beard which car- 
ried terror to many a Christian merchant- 
man. Of the Buccaneers +he most notable 
was the Frenchman, Lolonais, as a youth 
a slave in the Caribbees. His successes 
eres Captain Henry Morgan, son of 

felsh yeoman-farmer, who “took and 
fired the great city of Panama”—as de- 
tailed in the narrative of Stephen Hooper, 
of Bristol, who became his man of busi- 
ness. Morgan was knighted by Charles 
IT., but seems to have ended his life in 
obscurity. A very different type was 
Captain Edward Teach, also a Bristol 
man, who as “ Blackbeard’’ was a name 
of terror in the Spanish Main in the 
early eighteenth century, and whose ap- 
pas as here described, must have 

en sufficiently horrifying :—

, Mr. Frank Fox gives us a competent 
account of the Balkan problem. As befits 
a distinguished journalist, he approaches 
events from the point of view of one who 
has taken part in the two Balkan Wars 
that have already occurred. The reader 
will not expect a learned survey of the 
past history of the Balkan Peninsula, and 
recent events ‘were still in the womb of 
time when the book was written; but 
he will get an eminently readable 
account of the problem as it presents 
itself in the annals of the last ten yéars. 
Though the early chapters discuss the 
Turk in the Balkans and the fall of his 
power, in the fourth chapter we are 
plufiged into the narrative of the wars of 
1912-15. Mr. Fox sets before us the vary- 
ing habits of thought of the differin 

countries and peoples, their nationa 
characteristics, and their political ideals. 
We.grasp the reasons why four Christian 
States assumed arms against 
Mohammedan Power, fighting for the reli- 
gious and political liberties of.their kins- 
men subjects of that Power. Of course, the 
number of men engaged in the war of to- 
day “is infinitely greater than that in an 

other war this world has ever seen. Still, 

the fact is suggestive that more men were 
engaged at Iule Burgas than at Mukden, 
Sedan, or any — previous battle in the 
annals of mankind.

Treaty of Bucharest; millions of people 
have changed their rulers—and now there 
is to be another shuffling of the cards. 

[In an interesting chapter Mr. Fox 
details his rough experiences as a war 
dbrrespondent. His analysis of the Bul- 
garian character possesdes considerable 
penetration. He considers the peasant 
almost as much a Turk as a-Slav. The 
soldiers are honest and loyal. He informs 
us that at Mustapha Pasha one night. 
being short of food, he tried to get bread 
at the military bakery—all the ordinary 
supply had been requisitioned for the 
Ariay. He offered a soldier as much as 
five francs without tempting him to “- 
a loaf. At last he had to get bread as 
charity by declaring that he was anair 
in want of it for food. The Bulgarian 
nation, as a whole, does not share the fine 
traits of its soldiers. Nationally, it is not 
a “gentleman!” and for this deficiency 
we are paying a heavy price just now. 
Indeed, one cause of the weakness of our 
diplomacy lies in the fact that our 
diplomatists are—and, as we hope, will 
remain—gentlemen.

which is due to be held a few weeks hence. 
The Bulgarian invasion of Greek territory 
has interfered, to some extent, with the 
prospects of the election; it has divided 
the Army and excited the people. , Under 
‘the influence of that excitement and of the 
events at Salonika and Bukharest, the 
people have realised that the Allies are 
going to decide the fate of ‘Ralkan nations. 
Consequently there is a revulsion of feel- 
ing in favour of M. Venezelos, who, for 
bis part, counsels strictly constitutional 
procedure. 

_The people of Salonika and . of the 
neighbouring part of Eastern Macedonia 
are less influenced by the moderate policy 
of M. Venezelos than by contact with the 
Allied forces and with the Bulgarian viola- 
tion of the territory which was so dearly 
won for Greece in the Balkan Wars of 1912 
and 1913, They have taken matters into 
their own hands. The movement would 
not have attracted special notice bat 
for the opposition of the local 
Greek military authority, a locum tenens 
between the departure of the late Com- 
mander, who had left to become Chief of 
the Greek General Staff at Athens, and 
the arrival of the newly-appointed Com- 
mander, General Vopoulos. The military 
deemed it their duty to resist the activities 
of the new Defence Committee. The story 
begins with a message sent from Salonika 
on Wednesday. The message stated that 
popular feeling among the Greeks there, 
which was already deeply stirred 
by the tame relinquishment of the 
forts in Eastern Macedonia, had been 
taised to boiling point by the 
news of Rumania’s entry into the war on 
the side of the Allies. A local committee 
had been formed, and had issued appeals 
to the people and the Army to throw in 


oppressor from Greek soil. The chief 
result of the movement, it was anticipated, 
would be to stimulate recruiting for the 
volunteer battalions which were already in 
process of formation. We have the de- 
velopment of the story in the messages 
printed to-day, - The appeal to the troops 
did not meet with the expected response, 
and the volunteers, aided” by the 
gendarmerie, appear to have added, 
physical to moral persuasion. On Wednes- 
day night they surrounded the barracks 
and cut off the water supply, lighting, and 
all food. In the early hours of Thurs- 
day a detachment of troops attempted to 
break the cordon, and shots were ex- 
changed. Three persons were killed, and‘ 
five (two of them soldfers) were wounded. 
General Sarrail intervened in order to pre- 
vent further bloodshed, and the mediation 
of the Allied commanders was accepted. 
In accordance with their proposals the 
troops were disarmed and marched from 
the barracks to a camp outside the town. 
It is believed that a large number of the 
troops, freed to some extont from the dis- 
cipline which was maintained in barracks, 
will join the revolutionaries. Troops in 
outlying garrisons have already sur 
rendered or gone over to them. 

British and French warships’ are re- | 
ported off the Piraeus. Their appearance 
there may be an indication that the deve- 
lopment of events in Athens, so closely 
veiled from the outside world by the 
censorship, may require a friendly inter- 
vention of the Allies in the interest of 
civil peace, such as that which was neces- 
sary at Salonika. Moderate counsels may 
not have succeeded even there in prevent- 
ing the populace from summary revólt 
against a Government which has exposed 
them to the shame of a Bulgarian occypa- 
tion of Greek territory, and still hesitates 
to range Greece formally and actually on 
the side of the Powers who obviously will 
have the future settlement of the Balka 
The anger of the people against t 
Government has risen, there can be no 
doubt, as the victory of the Allied Powers 
becomes more certain, and as the daily 
revelation of the intimate place of 
Rumania in the Allied Council emphasises 
the isolation of Greece. - Rumania is now 
formally at war with Bulgaria, and Rus- 
sian troops are being transported across 
Ramania in order to confront the Bul- 
garians on their northern frontier as on 
their frontier opposite Salonika. Bul- 
garia is going to be punished and reduced, 
and Greece is having no hand in it. Every 
day's news makes the situation more un- 
pleasant for King Constantine and for 
those of his advisers and instruments who 
have put Greece into her present position. 
The Greeks must be greatly nettled by the 
evidence that Rumania and Serbia are re- 
ceiving the most. generous support of the 
Allies. The Kumanians, apparently, are 
being allowed to concentrate their energies 
on the igryasion of Transylvania, while the 
Russian pressure in the Carpathians to the 
north—it is announced’ in yesterday's 
Petrograd communiqué that another whole 
series of heights has been captured—gives 
them assistance, and Russian and Serbian 
troops counter ‘Bulgarian activity on the 
south. The Serbians who are 
to have passed into Rumania will fight 
towards theie homeland from the north, 
while their brothers operate from the 
Greek frontier on the south. 
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An Irish Opportunity.

The Com- 
mittee says that the bulk of British firms 
must be induced to alter their present 
attitude. © It lays down as the basis of 
industrial prosperity á” raising of the. 
general level of manufacture by co-Opera- 
tive effort in the exchange of information 
between firms, the support of national 
trade institutes for research, and an im- 
provement of the conditions and efficiency 
of labour. This programme, the Com- 
mittee believes, will begin to make rapid 
headway as soon as industrial firms begin 
to believe at all in the application of 
science to their own trades. Then only 
will research offer careers for enterprising 
young men in Great Britain and Ireland. 
The Committee is convinced that the 
number of trained research workers who 
will be available at the end of the war 
will not suffice for the probable demand. 
One of our first. problems will be the train- 
ing of mediocre ability—thS development 
of a “scientific rank ‘and file.” 
sponsibility for dealing with this situa- 
tion rests with the education departments 
of the United Kingdom. The Committee 
can offer research studentships, but there 
must be competent candidates for them. 
These will not be forthcoming in sufficient 
numbers until a larger number of well 
educated students enter the universities. 
“That,” says the Committee, “is the 
problem which the education’ departments 
have to solve, and\on the solution of which 
the success of the present movement, in 
our opinion, largely depends. The 
report should be found immensely interest- 
ing by Irish students and educational 
authorities. We have few great-industries 
in this country, but we have a fine supply 
of clever and ambitious boys in our schools 
and universities. Im the near future, if 
— industry and the Irish universities 
res to the Committee's call, many of 
these young men should be fitted with use- 


Dublin’s Duty. 


We wish success to the Gatden Fete 
which will be held-at Carton, Maynooth, 
to-day, in aid of the six hundred prisoners 
of war of the Royal Diblin Fusiliers. No 
function was ever more deserving of fine 
weather and public support. It is only 
now that we are beginning to appreciate 
the hardships of our Irish prisoners of war 
in Germany. A few fortunate ones, under 
the new arrangement betwéen the 
Governments, have been released from the 
German prison camps and are now in- 
terned in Switzerland, where they are re- 
ceiving the kindest- and most. generous 
treatment. They feel, as one of them 
says in a letter which we print to-day,that 
they have passed: “from Hell: into 
Heaven.” While they were in Germany 
(and the great majority of our Trish 
prisoners of war are still in Germany) we 
could only guess at their sufferings. We 
learnt that they were receiving their 
parcels regularly from Ireland, but, for 
the rest, the heavy hand of their German 
jailer was clapped upon their mouths. 
To-day the fortunate few are able to write 
freely to their friends, and ‘their best 
friends. were the committees at home 
which kept them alive by means of regular 
parcels of food and comforts. In every 
line the letters of these poor fellows throb 
with gratitude and joy. All have the 
same tale to tell. They were abominably 
treated in Germany, and were only. kept 
alive by their parcels from home: ‘‘Tf it 
were not for these parcels,’ says a Dublin 
Fusilier, whose lips are at last unlocked, 
“there would not be many of them left.”’ 
The purpose of to-day’s Féte to get 
money for food and comforts for the 
Dublin Fusilier prisoners of war who are 
still in German prison camps—still in 
“Hell.” They are still enduring the 
hardships from which their comrades in 
Switzerland have escaped. Those hard- 
ships. are likely to increase as the war 
develops and the Allies tighten their 
strangle-hold on Germany s economic life. 
The parcels sent by the local committees 
are keeping our Dublin prisoners from 
starvation, and the supply must be main- 
tained if these gallant and unfortunate 
soldiers are ever to see Dublin again. Let 
us remember them in their adversity.

In ‘an editorial note to an article headed 
“ The’ Beginning of the End,” the Nation 
says :—‘‘ We propose again to open our 
columns to a general discussion of the 
conditions of peace.” Probably it does 
not Greatly matter if this particular 
journal, which is chiefly read by pacifists 
and other superfine persons, starts a 
syniposium on peace. But I hope that 
its example will not be followed by other 
organs with a wider cliéntele, for it canner 
be too emphatically stated that the very 
delicate problems of the peace settlement, 
some of which will require very careful 
handling, are not suitable for public dis- 
cussion at the present moment. 
In the first place, Germany is not 
beaten, and it 1s notoriously a mistake 
divide the skin of the beast ner it has 
been captured. I am told for what it is 
worth that the general belief of the m 
in the trenches, who up till a short time 
ago were confident that the war wou 
soon be over, is that, in spite of our 
recent successes, the road to Berlin 
likely to be long and rocky. In Se 
this is encouraging, for, if their former 
optimism proved misleading, perhaps 
t ir present mood will turn cut to be 
equally unjustified. But, in any case, we 
shall = on the right side if we assume 
that an early peace is not to be expected, 
and that the duty of us civilians at home 
is to maintain our ractical effort.

The fusillade lasted barely five minutes.

Apparentiy they also sent the Defence Com- 
mittee a message refusing to be coerced. 

During the night the Pro-Ally Volunteers 
made a determined attempt to seize the bar- 
racks, but they failed, as the troops were pre- 
pared for a surprise. Who began the shooting 
will be established later. 

It is stated one gendarme was killed and two 
wounded. The ‘iroops’ losses, if any, are un- 
known.

Such was the position at daybreak: There 
was nothing very aggressive about either party.’

SALONIKA, Fripay, 12.530 p.m. 
According to an official statement the origin of 
this morning's fighting was as follows :— 
Finding the “infantry unwilling to  co- 
operate with them, the gendarmerie and 
volunteers surrounded the barracks dur- 
ing the night, and cut off the water 
supply, the liehting, and all food. Towards half- 
past four a detachment of sixty odd attempted 
to break out and obtain supplies. They were 
‘summoned t@ surrender by a cordon, but de- 
clined, whereupon the gendarmes fired some 
shots in the air. The soldiers replied with a 
volley. The volunteers replied in turn, com- 
pelling the troops to return to barracks. 
General Sarrail intervened in order to prevent 
further bloodshed and disturbance of the peace. 
Altogether three men were killed in the 
fusillade. Two soldiers and one gendarme and 
two volunteers were wounded. 
The soldiers declined to 
the revolutionists- but accepted the media- 
tion of the Allies, and agreed to the 
terms proposed by the latter, namely, that the 
soldiers should be disarmed and interned at the 
camp of Zeitunlik, outside the town, the officers 
retaining their swords and giving their parole 
not to interfere with the revolutionisits.

COTTON AT THE HIGHEST 
FOR FORTY YEARS. 


A remarkable day was witnessed yesterday 
in Liverpool Cotton Market. After the previous 
day’s trading was over the monthly report of 
the American Bureau showed that the crop had 
deteriorated during August to the extent of 11,1 
per cent. Previous reports already showed a 
large decline in condition. It was evident yes- 
terday’s prices would be materially higher, and 
this proved to be the case. The opening was 
officially reported as wild, 50 points up, and 
much excitement prevailed. After opening at 
9.70d. January-February cotton @vas done at 
9.90d., then dropped to 9.67d. In the afternoon 
a further drop occurred to 9.59d., the price at 
the close being 9.61d., a net advance on the 
day of 35 to 39 points, against 64 to 68 points 
at the top price of the day. The prices now 
witnessed are the highest recorded for over 
forty years. An advance of 50 points represents 
an increase in value of £1 per bale. When the 
market was opened on November 6th, 1914, 
after being closed since the declaration of war, 
the minimum . price for trading in May-June 
was fixed at 4.25d. per Ib.

The report, however, only covers 
the year to the end of June, 1915, the deple- 
tion of the staffs by the war and the necessity 
of co-ordinating the services of the various com- 
panies consolidated sufficiently explaining the 
delay in issuing the accounts. The depression 
in Canadian business in the early period of the 
war and the fact that the Transcontinental line 
from. Quebec to Vancouver was not completed 
until nearly? the end of last year account for 
the apparent inelasticity of the gross earnings, 
but the greatly improved condition of things in 
Canada, together with the through Trans- 
continental service, has put a very different 
cofmplexion ot the company’s traffics. Thus, 
takinggthe figures of the four months to the 
end of June, it will be seen that there has been 
a rapid increase in traffic takings this year, the 
advance rising from 38 per cent. in March to as 
much as 90 per cent. in June, campared with 
the corresponding months of 1915. “We will 
not realise our full earning power this vear or 
next year,” says the report, “but with eon- 
tinued improvement in the agrarian and in- 
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dustrial movements of the country we should 
continue to show steady increases in the traffic 
carried and revenues earned.’’ The report closes 
with the following important statement :—

We consider the late order 
requiring two dippings to be made within fourteen 
days to be unnecessary, as it has proved highly 
dangerous to the sheep so dippee, and has caused 
much loss to flock-owners. therefore, call on 
the Department and the County Councils to revert 
fo their old order for two dippings in each year. 
Copies of this resolution to be sent to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the County Councils of Dublin, 
Meath, Wicklow, and Kildare; the secretaries of all 
farmers’ associations in Ireland, asking for their 
support; the M.P.’s for Counties Dublin, Meath, 
Kildare, and Wicklow; and the Dublin Press., 

HAY FOR THE ARMY. 

The Secretary submitted a detailed report 
of the interview which repaesentatives of the 
Association had with the military authorities 
regarding the conditions stipulated by the 
military in ¢heir contract note for hay, with 
special reference to the question of delivery 
and provision of labour. In the course of the 
report it was stated that the military authori- 
ties would not admit the possibility of any 
modification being made in the conditions. It 
was made clear, however, that, with regard 
to delivery, the authorities would not expect 
any farmer to do what was not reasonably 
ossible. The question of arranging with the 
saling contractor to supply a complete staff 
of men was discussed, and the military authori- 
ties stated that, if this were to be done, the 
arrangement would have to be between the 
individual farmers and the contractor. It was 

jinted out also that the supply of all the 
Ms by the contractor would not be feasible 
unless the farmers were prepared to avail 
themselves of it unanimously. Should the 
contractor arrange to bring a full staff, the 
extra men would be at the farmer’s expense, 
and, should wet days intervene, the latter 
would of necessity be responsible for the pays 
ment of these men when 1 

The report was adopted, and the Secretary | 
was instructed to communicate with the mili- 
tary authorities with reference to the im- 
portance of not sending engines, as was done 
in some places last year, which would con- 
sume nearly one ton of coal per day, and not 
bale more than twelve tons of hay, while more 
up-to-date engines, consuming only 6 ewts. 
of coal per day, were able to deal with 18 tons 
of hay.. 

Information was conveyed to the meeting 
that the Threshing Machine Owners’ Associa- 
tion had announced an advance on last year’s 
charges for the hire of threshers by 15 per 
cent. Several members considered this unrea- 
sonable, and pointed out that virtually every 
expense in connection with the threshing, 
including coal, labour, etc., was borne by the 
farmer, and that the increase demanded by the 
mill-owners was excessive. 


GAME PROTECTION

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The Right Hon. H. E. Duke, K.C., M.P., 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, yesterday received 
at his office, Dublin Castle, a deputation from 
the Irish Game Protection Association, con- 
sisting of Mr. Edward White (Chairman), Mr. 
J. Mackay Wilson, D.L., Co. Longford, and 
Sir Thomas Talbot Power, Bart., Hon. Trea- 
surer of the Association. The deputation put 
before Mr. Duke the views of the members 
with reference* to the necessity for the en- 
forcement of the game laws in this country, 
and particularly in regard to the neglect of the 
Excise to take steps to ensure game licences 
being taken out by those who hitherto have 
been so generally killing game.
